This has something of the atmospheric tension of The Storm and the Silence 
but lacks the poignant humanity of Geordie. The end impression is primarily that of a 
first rate adventure story, with buildup to a wonderful climactic scene, against the 
sultry background of heat-drenched India, mountains and jungles, and the pervasive fear of 
the stalking man-eating tiger. The book is difficult reading; one needs some perspective 
to sort out the diverse themes and fit them into the pattern. For it is told by direct 
narrative- by innuendo- by flashback. Harry Black was a war hero; he had a reputation for 
fearlessness and ingenuity; he had lost a leg but won his freedom in a war prison camp 
break in which Desmond Tanner had flubbed his part and stayed behind. Tanner nursed fear 
of his own cowardice, but when they meet again in India the old friendship is reborn. 
Black has taken on the hunt for the tiger; his scout is Bapu, a strange little man feared by 
the natives as an embodiment of the tiger himself- and the story of the hunt is told a- 
gainst the background of the past which you get in bits and pieces- counterpointed by the 
abortive romance between Black and Desmond's wife. Men, particularly those who like hunt- 
int stories, will like this.

At Blencker's Bridge (a Penn- 
sylvania Dutch community) a group of ex-expatriates have returned to settle (down is not 
_ used advisedly), among them Tom Claiborne and Vera- his wife, Max, a homosexual painter, 
Tom's cousin Crenfrew, a psychiatrist, and Marcia, his second wife. Crenfrew's first 
wife has become a devout Catholic- and as in the earlier book- Catholicism is an inter- 
mittent influence. The better part of the book concerns Tom who has reached a restless 
age- 48; Vera, while very wealthy, spends most of her time breeding cattle- and her cou- 
sin, Cynthia, attracts him. Vera makes an injured confrontation of Tom and Cynthia in 
Cynthia's New York apartment; she attempts suicide, and then finds escape on some sort of 
a Catholic farm, not only handling the pigs- but also ministering to an old man and a 
handicapped child. Tom finds her there- and it is the Catholic Church which gives him the 
answer which will mend their marriage..... A strange book, dealing as it does with spirit- 
ual and emotional deviates who have found little incentive- or purpose- to their lives- 
bemused- and for some it will also be bewildering.

The Prentisses set their backs to the world and tried to preserve the com- 
placent unity of their own "charmed circle". But in a period that embraced two world wars 
and a depression, that was bound to fail. Myron Prentiss, whose claim to fame rested on 
his collection of Impressionistic paintings, a well lined pocket book, and a wife who was 
the backbone of the family- saw in family loyalty the answer to security. It was Clarissa, 
the adored daughter, who first tried to break the circle, only- on her wedding night- to 
rush back to its protection. Then Halley, who tells the story, tries to lead a double 
life- finding excuse after excuse for keeping his marriage in London a secret from his fam- 
ily in Paris. Finally, Julian seeks escape through the Communist alliance, only to ex- 
change enslavements. It is not a wholly credible story, but Susan Ertz makes you believe 
as you read. As always her ability to involve the reader in the intimate thoughts and ac- 
tions of her characters makes for good reading.

This follows chronologically the heels of Anya Seton's Katherine in a historical ~ 
novel woven out of the brawn and blood of England's struggle for a stable government. 
Richard II is on the throne- but many were restive under his absentee rule, as he sought 
to quell revolt in Ireland, while revolt in England grew. Gaunt was uncle to the king, 
Derby his son represented the Lancaster claim- and to him came the crown when Richard fell. 
This is the story of Derby's son, another Henry, and one to whom the knowledge that he, 
too, must wear the crown was bitter. He had been sent in boyhood to train for the wars 
under Hotspur, of the Percy clan; he worshipped him and learned to value the grandeur even 
of the foe against whom they warred, Owen Glendower of Wales. Harry of Monmouth wanted 
no part of the heritage forced upon him; he fought his father's decision to pit him against 
Hotspur, the man he loved. And when he came to the throne- after years of seeking escape 
in the slums and public houses of London- he gave freedom and pardon to many who had been 
named traitor. He won back for England those parts of France England claimed; he married 
the Dauphin's sister, whom he had long loved, unseen; he gave England a brief respite from 
civil strife. The story demands a sound background of knowledge of the confused pattern, 
the inter-relationships, the ambitions and hatreds and loyalties. The style seems studied- 
ly keyed to the times, which does not aid the understanding. But the author has a real 
gift for capturing period, mood and personality. He bears watching. (I10:56-5392)

Malibran born Maria Garcia, a famous 19th century singer of 
Bellini operas. Mr. Myers turns his sleight of hand to the proud artist father of 
Maria, who frightened her into becoming the world's greatest singer. He follows 
Maria's career launched with Velluti, her New York sweep and marriage to Mailbran 
as a means to freedom from tyranny which backfired; her success on the Continent 
and love of De Beriot, whom she married later after Lafayette saw that the earlier 
marriage was dissolved; the brief “right” match with Bellini and his death, followed 
a year later by her own. The "men in her life" theme offers a measure of liberty 
in the telling, but the views of the music world and chronology offer some surety 
in a pleasant spin.

For those who remember Henry James' Beast in the Jungle, the story of a man 
who wasted his life in the expectation of a single, decisive, terrifying moment, to 
find tragedy only in the fact that nothing would ever happen to him, James Lord's 
first novel will be suggestively derivative. From James he also borrows a sphere of 
protected expatriates, as well as his central character- De Witt Clinton Smith- who 
is suffering from an abstraction. He is not looking for tragedy- but for love. On 
the boat back to Europe and Ann, he meets Eleanor, who offers him more than he is 
ready to return. In Paris, responding to the demands of desire, he still does not 
find love; his withdrawal from Ann drives her to other men. He goes to Biarritz- 
to look up Eleanor- now ready to marry another man. He visits Fido, his mentor, 
who helps him to realize that he's been searching for an absolute- not a reality. 
And too late he learns that Ann's love, which might have saved him, is lost- and 
he is left alone to face his futiltarian fate....

origin who came to master the middle italian peninsula and to develop a society marked by 
high standards of art, of equality between men and women and of sea trade. Hunting for 
clues through space and time, the author describes the main centers of Etruscan life- Caere, 
Tarquinia, Vulci, Lake Bolsena, Orvieto and Velathri. Perhaps the most important things 
left to the archeologists of today are the tombs. These and the speculations to which they 
give rise lead to the well founded supposition that the Etruscans were a fateful people and 
‘that-while they reached peaks of cultural development-they were somehow resigned to the 
fact that they must someday fall and may have recognized that hour in defeat by the Romans.

It is 
starkly realistic, gloomy to the point of desperation, often dull and formless - but 
it is a brave attempt to face the implications of a difficult heritage. These were 
indeed discouraging:- a swashbuckling Irish father, who had attained a certain pros- 
perity as a handsome actor, who was given to alternate bouts of drunken bragadoccio 
and sentimentality; an older brother, of the ne'er de well type, given to drink, 
whoring and sloth, who showed "Edmund" (the consumptive protagonist of the play- pre- 
sumably O'Neill himself) a baffling, Janus-faced love and jealousy; and a mother, 
worn out both by conflict with these male characters and a homeless, up-rooted life, 
who becomes a hopeless drug addict. It is impossible to say that O'Neill has fa- 
shioned a real play out of the Ibsenesque facts. He has merely told his story in 
conversational form, his accustomed medium, devoid- this time- of his poetic language. 
Certainly this is not stage material. Let us hope the little theatres will not claim 
it as their own. Rather it is material for biographers and psychologists, particularly 
those seeking clues to genius.

A devastating survey of the plight of the American Indian touches on the history 
that preceded the retreat to the reservations, the nature of the Indian Bureau and its see- 
ming philosophy of perpetual paternalism, and tells the story of the tribes through the 
viewpoint of their leaders. The evidence brings with it a realization of the headache job 
Indian administration currently is and of the opposing strains of thought on the part of 
the Indians themselves:- there are those who want a settlement of the original federal 
treaties which have not been lived up to and those who foresee real assimilation and are 
willing to forego this. But as we read of shameful health and education facilities, limit- 
ing of cattle on grazing ground surveyed for yield by a once-around rather than a once- 
over, the difficulties white concessions and tourism produce, the actualities behind the 
idea of the oil-rich Indians, conviction grows that, despite the difficulties, ameliora- 
tive action is long overdue. There is a recital of efforts made and rejected too - as of 
the Hopis who refused a ninety-million dollar appropriation because it would destroy their 
way of life. Suggestions for action include a tapering off of Bureau administration or a 
transfer to state jurisdiction. While greater organization and summarization would have 
made this stronger, the book is a solid introduction to the anomalies and anachronisms of 
treatment of a population group. One could wish for some recognition of the enlightened 
approach during one period of reorganization. As it stands this is virtually unrelieved 
indictment.

The enfant terrible of Ex-Proditgy becomes in the second and concluding vo- 
lume of the autobiography a humdrum genius. Academic life, scattered over the lead- 
ing institutions of England, the Continent, and the Far East, but always rooted in 
M.I.T., restrains and civilizes Wiener. Marriage and the birth and growing up of his 
two daughters, a few bouts of psychoanalysis, illness and senility overtaking his 
iron-intellect father, friendship with the Great Men of science, outdoor athletics, 
and fame as the founder of cybernetics-- these sundries complete his humanization.

Morison, Samuel Eliot Little, Brown- A.M.P. 
THE ATLANTIC BATTLE WON $6.00 


Tenth in the series which comprise the official naval history of the war - 
this picks up where the first volume- The Battle of the Atlantic-left the tale un- 
told. Primarily this is the submarine war- from September '39 to April '45, with 
brief summary of the final period after the concentrated upward curve of disaster had 
turned in the favor of the Allies. The Atlantic sea lanes provided a central vital 
link in the chain that led to victory, and demonstrated the best example of strong sea 
and air power, in cooperation. But this was reached after deadlocks in authority, 
after overcoming weakness of defensive operation, lacks in special training. Eventually 
the network of convoying extended to all waters, the Atlantic, the Northern route, the 
Indian Ocean, the Mediterrenean. The Allies won by sheer weight of resources and 
numbers, by intelligent employment of scientists, never better demonstrated than in 
the developments in anti-submarine warfare through radar, etc. As in the earlier 
books, Morison succeeds in combining basic factual and statistical data with magnifi- 
cent episodic story telling. The story of the escort carrier group, the work of the 
surface hunters, the contribution of the army air, the new weapons and gadgets, com- 
bined to defeat the underwater threat. Morison gives full cognizance to the undoubted 
fact of the greater contribution of the Royal Navy and the Canadian Navy and the 
Coastal Command of the Royal Air Force. But this is primarily the story of the con- 
tribution the USN and USAAF made. It is good reading.

prise based upon co-existence and aimed at the unification of peoples into a prosper- 
ous world community. Whether the author's reach exceeds his grasp may be open to 
question. But the Manifesto itself seems an inadequate target for a full-scale attack 
upon Marxist ideology. If the tendency of collectivism is to stifle initiative, the 
total psychological contrast between Soviet collectivism and American entrepreneur- 
ship goes far beyond initiative and embraces the deepest impulses of the psyche. 
Urging that taxes be lowered to encourage the free flow of wealth, the fact is cited 
that $100,000,000 has been poured into almost tax-free Puerto Rico in Operation Boot- 
strap but is this economic progress or exploitation? Proposals to enable businesses 
and peoples to move to areas of incentive, transported by some subsidized international 
agency, seem more in keeping with Mr. Posnack's good intentions... Though not contro- 
versial, the book must surely challenge the global-minded citizen of whatever persua- 
sion.

As a boy Seymour had long been de- 
termined to go there and his chance came in 1934 when he went as a trainee to the 
Southey sheep farm in the Karroo district of South Africa. A time there and he was 
off again, this time ‘to another ranch further north and west where he stayed longer.

It is an ambi- 
tious book, for it sets out “to rediscover the questions for which religion has the 
answer" in the conviction that “the moment we become oblivious to ultimate questions 
religion becomes irrelevant and its crisis sets in". With respect to Judaism the author 
endeavors to give his readers an understanding of the events in which this particular 
religion originated, of its basic teachings and of the commitment of a people to God.

After Jerusalem 
has fallen to Nebuchadnezzar, the prophet Ezekiel sends Yoush forth to seek know- 
ledge of the world, which their people will need when exile ends. Yoush meets | 
with Zarathustra and in lurid incidents witnesses the rise of Zoroastrianism. In 
India the great leaders of Hindusim expound to him their wisdom. He becomes a 
pupil of Buddha. In China Lao-tse teaches him and Confucius comes briefly into 
his life. (Odd portraits of these philosophers; they seem well meaning but singu- 
larly naive.) Returning to Babylon, Yoush studies the rites of Marduk, and at the 
feast of Belshazzar, the victory of Cyrus over the Babylonians is announced.

While these - as the subtitle indicates- are drawn from Catholic periodicals, 
the readership should not be restricted to Catholics. The range of subject matter is 
as impressive as the uniform skill of the contributors. The suicide of an adolescent 
boy, shocked by race prejudice, comes across with freshness and effectiveness; the 
gaily dismayed soul of a young girl, uncertain whether she is prepared for marriage, 
is perceived through the half-somnolent mind of a priest, at confession. The backgrounds 
range from a private school to a bar to a kitchen; they include an Hungarian home seized = 
by a Russian woman soldier; a shack of a priest in China where his church is about to be 
burned; a jet plane with two numbed figures, flying across the Arctic to bring last rites. 
One of the most effective stories deals subtly with the split emotions of a small boy in 
his struggle to come to grip with reality. All in all, distinctly on the high “little 
magazine" plane, and a delightful anthology.

Clark, Robert Macmillan 
THE LIFE OF MATTHEW SIMPSON $5.00 


This is a full-length biography of one of the great figures in the history of 
the Methodist church. Matthew Simpson (1811-1884) started out to be a physician, but 
wac soon lured into the ministry by an early discovery of his unusual oratorical powers. 
For many years an itinerant preacher in a day when the Methodist camp-meetings and re- 
vivals were a mighty power in American life, Simpson soon found himself drawn into the 
educational work of the church. He became the first President of Indiana Asbury College, 
now known as DePauw University. For some years thereafter he edited the influential 
Western Christian Advocate. After his election as Bishop, he rose to great heights as 
an orator, an administrator and a politician. A friend of Abraham Lincoln, Bishop 
Simpson conducted the funeral services of the President both at Washington and at Spring- 
fieid. In his later years he was friend and adviser to Presidents Grant and Hayes. One 
can never forget as one reads this volume that this multivalent personage was first and 
foremost a Methodist. This book will remind present day Methodists of that fact, but 
it also provides valuable material for the student of American church history. (1/17)

NEW ESSAYS IN PHILOSOPHICAL THEOLOGY $4.75 


These 15 essays- many presented in dialogue or debate form- confront the 
major questions of Christian belief from the standpoints of philosophy, psychology, 
semantics and pure intellectual enthusiasm. The argument throughout is on an ex- 
ceptionally high level, charged with subtlety. For example, what is the effect of 
the literary language of the existentialist upon modern theology? If a person 
claims to have a vision of the Holy Virgin, how does that person succeed in posi- 
tively identifying the vision? Is there any sound basis for a discussion of re- 
ligion- or is religion by its very nature outside verbal strictures? The essays 
are well worth the effort- and are not easy reading at any point, and often 
arouses counter-arguments. But a disciplined mind will find them rewarding. A 
volume in the Library of Philosophy and Theology.

Beck, Victor Emanuel Nelson 
WHY I AM A LUTHERAN ! $2.75 


Second in a new series of which Why I Am a Methodist by Roy L. Smith was 
the first. The author, ii this case, limits sharply the strictly personal exper- 
iences which produced and confirmed his own faith, and turns to the spiritual con- 
sequences of Lutheranism and its instant appeal to religious reason. Scarcely a 
single instructive phase of Lutheran belief and practice is scanted:- Martin 
Luther's own inner agony, revolt and teachings; Lutheran history with special at- 
tention to the growth of Lutheranism in America; the nature of the emphasis placed 
on ceremonials, vestments, symbolism, prayer, marriage of priests, equality between 
clergy and laity, spiritual significance of daily labor, contributions to the needy, 
educational facilities, influence on public affairs, etc. This is a survey rather 
than a statement of conviction, though concluding pages comprise expressions of 
faith by Lutheran spokesmen. The style is engaging and forceful in the determina- 
-tion of the author to meet and resolve questions that might arise on the part of 
Lutherans and non-lutherans alike.

Hofman, Hans Scribner 
THE THEOLOGY OF REINHOLD NIEBUHR $3.95 


A full scale, readily comprehensible interpretation of Niebuhr's writings 
(with abundant material from his own work)- this is a sound handling of the develop- 
ment of his thinking. Not only does the author disclose the continuity of Niebuhr's 
thinking, but he treats it in the appropriately large, bold, overarching fashion it 
demands. While weak in point of detail, scanting many powerful objections such as 
those raised against Niebuhr's concepts of egoism and sin, the book realizes to a 
superlative degree the organic unity and inner logic of his achievement. His view 
of personality, society, relatedness to God; his description of the religious nature 
of myth, of man's predicament as a finite creature with a free mind; his rediscovery 
of orthodoxy through a succession of blazing theological insights, - in short the 
scope and meaning of Niebuhr's life work assumes a validity, an insistence perhaps 
unsurpassed. Published in Switzerland in 1954, now available in this splendid 
English translation, this is a book which intellectual Christians and informed 
readers of any- or no persuasion- will acclaim.

ONE SHEPHERD, ONE FLOCK $3.00 


This book can be regarded as on a small scale its author's Apologia pro vita 
sua. It is essentially a clear, straightforward, succinctly reasoned account of the in- 
tellectual conversion to Catholicism of a young American Congregational minister, who this 
year, together with his wife and daughters, joined the Roman Catholic Church. A short 
work, it is divided into two parts entitled "Threshold Thoughts” and "Catholicism or Chaos". 
The first part is a journal composed intermittently on successive days during 1954, some- 
times against the background of the ecumenical meetings at Evanston. The second part is 
less personal in tone. It gives evidence of wide and carefully reflected upon reading in 
Catholic apologetics and the lives of the saints, In 10 short chapters it covers the 
traditional themes of Catholic apologetics, placing particular emphasis upon Christian 
unity as guaranteed exclusively by union with the papacy. The subjectivity of modern 
secular and religious thought is seen as the principal underlying influence operative in 
Christian disunity. There is nothing extraordinarily original about the second part, but 
the lucidity, compact comprehensiveness and timely relevance of its apologetics recommend 
it. It is a sincere statement of a thoughtful, religious mind. (2/8. LC: 56-6122) 


Knox, Ronald A. Sheed & Ward 
IN SOFT GARMENTS $3.00 


It is perhaps impossible.for a book by Monsignor Knox to lack competence, clar- 
ity, style, insight, sincerity and charm. Theologian, classical and biblican scholar, 
lecturer and famed English translator of the Old and New Testaments, the author of this 
work is one of the best known and most versatile and prolific of modern British Catholic 
intellectuals. This is the first American edition of a collection of conferences in 
apologetics given to Catholic students at Oxford during his chaplaincy (1926-1938). The 
conferences are as relevant today for American Catholic students and others as they were 
in 1942 for Catholic undergraduates at Oxford and a “wider (though...not much more learn- 
ed)" British audience. 24 chapters, each brief, informal, pointed, practical and inter- 
esting, comprise this volume. The book deals "unprofessionally, with some of the hesi- 
tations that most naturally occur to...Catholics, when...(they) compare...(their) intel- 
lectual commitments with the current thought of the present day". Sample chapter head- 
ings suggest the content:- "If God Exists", "The Unholiness of the Church", "Faith Lost 
and Found", “The Unconscious Catholic", “The Church and Human Progress", "Morality and 
Convention”, "Unselfishness in Marriage". (1/25)
